This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Species I, figures 1, 2, and 5-8, is related to an RF module with E plane coupling 
windows; 

Species II, figures 9-14, is related to an RF module with H plane coupling 
windows; 

Species III, figures 15 and 16, is related to an RF module with the combination of 
E plane and H plane coupling windows; 

Species IV, figure 17, is related to an RF module with a pair of ground electrodes 
connected through a conductor; and 

Species V, figures 18 and 19, is related to an RF module with at least one input 
line and at least one resonator between the input line and the half-wavelength TE mode 
resonator. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.
